At 3 o'clock at convention hall at 
Liberty Pane the 
Right 
Reverend 
Sidney 
C. 
Partridge, 
Episcopal 
bishop for the western 
diocese 
of 
Missouri, and state 
chaplain of the 
Sons of the American Revolution, 
celivered a stiiTing address on Arm­ 
istice Day, 
taking as 
his 
subject, 
“Greater Love Has No Man Than 
This, That a Man Lay Down His 
Life for His Friends." 
He urged that the spirit Olathe an­ 
niversary be kept alive to fittingly 
impress the coming generations with 
the sacrifices of this nation in the 
world struggle to “Let them know 
tho cost in men, labor and money 
the 
United 
States 
expended 
for 
them." 
He reviewed 
the 
valor 
of 
the 
troops 
under 
the 
hardships 
in 
France, 
ho called 
attention to the 
fact that Armistice Day is set aside 
to recalling the days of the conflict, 
which will play so large a part in 
the history of the world in the fu­ 
ture. 
Speaking of the problem of these 
iifter-the-war days, the speaker de­ 
clared that the 
Sunday 
speech of 
former President W ilson in which he 
declared that those who would keep 
the United States from doing its part 
in bringing permanent peace to a dis­ 
tracted world, and to aid Europe to 
return to transquility, were opposing 
the will of Providence, the speaker in­ 
sisted that it was the duty of this 
country to do its part in the great 
work, not for any nation as a nation, 
but for 
all 
humanity. 
“We 
may 
differ," said he “as 
to the 
exact 
ways and means by which this shall 
be accomplished, 
but it is 
God’s 
work, and wTe must have our part in 
it." 
The bishop declared for adequate 
military and naval 
protection 
for 
America, not for aggression but to 
show' the world 
that 
this 
nation 
stands ready, by force of 
arms 
if 
necessary, to uphold its honor and 
dignity, and the liberties of its peo­ 
ple. 
The address was a very eloquent 
as well as scholarly one, and the 
message that it carried was most in­ 
tensely patriotic.

Bynum, former confidant of the sus­ 
pended executive, which w'as charac­ 
terized by members of the court as 
“outrageously unfair." 
Bynum testified that he and Ald- 
t 
rich Blake, who succeeded him as 
executive counsellor had considered 
placing a secret telephonic device 
in the governor’s office to “protect’* 
the executive. 
Defense counsel immediately plied 
the witness with a series of ques­ 
tions w'hich forced him to defend 
his integrity and loyalty. 
After Dr. Bynum had denied that 
he had been removed from the facul­ 
ties of the university of North Caro­ 
lina and of Oklahoma City college, 
Warren K. Snyder of defense coun­ 
sel. demanded: 
“Were you ever compelled to kiss 
the American flag?" 
“I never had occasion to do so, no 
sir," Dr. Bynum replied. 
“Is it not a fact,, Snyder persisted, 
“that shortly after the w*ar at the 
Huckins Hotel in Oklahoma City a 
gentleman asked you if you had not 
written a letter to Germany in which 
you said the best citizens of this 
country were with Germany in her 
trouble and you replied that you 
had and that you were proud of it 
whereupon the gentleman said he was 
proud to have the 
opportunity 
to 
knock you down and proceeded to 
do so?" 
When Snyder finished the ques­ 
tion the court w'as in a tumult.

13.—William 
Hohenzollern, former emperor of Ger­ 
many, was again a figure command­ 
ing world attention today as the gov­ 
ernments of the pow’ers made efforts 
to learn more of his reported plafls 
for returning to the fatherland. 
Equipped with passports for him­ 
self and members of his suite, he is 
said by a local newspaper to be pre­ 
pared to establish either himself or 
his son, former Crown Prince Fred­ 
erick William, on the throne of the 
empire on December 4. 
There was no official confirmation 
of the activities at Doom house, nor 
was 
William’s 
destination 
in Ger­ 
many suggested. 
Private messages 
from the little Dutch village, howT- 
ever, said that a courier yesterday 
delivered there twelve passports per­ 
mitting the ex-kaiser and his entour­ 
age to re-enter the fatherland after 
their five years in exile. Cipher mes­ 
sages are said to have been received 
at the castle during the day. 
It is pointed out here that William 
has been keeping in close touch with 
the monarchists 
in

and 
that he has hoped for some time that 
the situation in the fatherland would 
shape itself favorably for his retune 
It is also believed that he would re­ 
gard Holland as perhaps an insecure 
place of refuge, in view* of the pro­ 
test lodged by the powers at the re­ 
turn of Frederick William.

SPEED IN CRIMINAL CASES. 
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WHAT ARE THE FACTS? 
Nothing is more 
surprising, 
when one 
comes to think about it, than the contradic­ 
tory nature of the reports brought to this 
country regarding the condition of the peo­ 
ple of Europe. One would think that in this 
age, when facilities for obtaining and dis­ 
seminating facts are so tremendously de­ 
veloped, the truth about Europe would be 
capable of demonstr .tion. 
Yet this seems 
not to be the case. 
The accounts of Euro­ 
pean conditions given by the different au­ 
thorities or observers differ widely and in 
many cases absolutely refute one another. 
Recently President Hibben of Princeton 
University, certainly a man of exceptional 
discernment, declared in effect, upon re­ 
turning from Germany, that there was little 
dirtress in that country which many other 
observers had 
represented 
as being the 
most distressed country on the continent 
From many sources have come accounts of 
fine crops raised in Europe this year, and 
when it was suggested some time ago that 
we might have to send wheat to Germany 
before the winter was over, we were told 
that nothing of the sort would be necessary 
because Germany was full of wheat and the 
only problem there was one of transporta­ 
tion and distribution. 
In Russia, Poland 
and France the crops have been described 
as particularly fine in the accounts of vari­ 
ous travelers, some of them men in whose 
judgment the public has been accustomed 
to repose confidence. 
But to blame these reassuring reports, 
there are reports of a precisely opposite na­ 
ture by other travelers also of good repute; 
and now comes Dr. Fndtjof Nansen, scien­ 
tist, Arctic 
explorer, and high commis­ 
sioner of the League 
of Nations, and de­ 
clares that “Europe now, five years after 
the armistice, is in a worse condition, if 
anything, than it was in 1918 at the end of 
the war.” 
Dr. Nansen says that his pur­ 
pose in coming to this country is to tell the 
American 
public 
about 
the 
suffering 
caused by present 
conditions 
in Europe 
which are so dreadful, he says, that “it is 
very difficult to find anything to giye us 
hope.” 
Europe is well fed, Europe is starving, 
Europe's granaries are bulging, Europe’s 
granaries are bare. 
No wonder the public 
doesn’t know what to think about Europe 
and is inclined to solve the problem by re­ 
fusing to think about her at all.

St. Louis was treated to a spectacle last 
week of a judge on the circuit bench speed­ 
ing up cases. In all 17 jury cases were dis­ 
posed of, among them three murder cases. 
It is a record the city can well boast of and 
appreciate. 
Complaint of tardy trials is not peculiar 
to Missouri. It exists in the courts through­ 
out the United States. 
Its general preval­ 
ence is all the more reason that Judge Cal­ 
houn, the judge sitting during the record- 
breaking week, with a docket of cases in­ 
volving various crimes, should be compli­ 
mented for his work. Assistant Cricuit At- 
tornel Garstang, who handles proecutions 
in the court, also should divide honors with 
the judge for carrying out the spirit of the 
court. 
To find a judge that speeds up evidence, 
suggests that similar practices be put in 
operation in all criminal courts. 
The con­ 
gestion complained of would soon be reliev­ 
ed. 
In one day Judge Calhoun tried six 
cases before juries, three resulting in con­ 
victions. The court toiled from 9:30 in the 
morning until 7 :30 p. rn. in the evening. 
Of the three murder cases tried, one de­ 
fendant was sentenced to 25 years, a sec­ 
ond to 20 years and the third to IO. 
St. 
Louis long has sought judges on the bench 
that would speed up. 
It has been no un­ 
usual thing for murder trials to run for 
days and sometimes for weeks. The speed 
with which criminal cases can be handled, 
as the judge 
demonstrated 
during the 
week, likewise could be applied to divorce 
suits, which often consume days and occa­ 
sionally weeks in trying. 
The thing to be hoped is that Judge Cal­ 
houn will keep up the record. It will make 
it hard for his successors in the criminal di­ 
vision to permit cases to run for unreason­ 
able lengths. It may be hard work for the 
judge, but it is a good thing for the public.

“What do you want of us, Jesus, 
you Nazarine? 
Have you come to 
destroy us I know who you are, you 
are God’s holy One!”

The foul spirit convulsed the man 
and gave a loud cry and went out of 
him. 
And they were all so amazed 
that they discussed it with one an­

neighboring country towns, so that 
I may preach in them, too, for that is 
why I came out here.” 
So he went all 
through 
Galilee, 
preaching in their synagogues and 
driving out the demons. 


There came to him a leper appeal­ 
ing to him on his knees, saying tc 
him, 
* 
If > ou only choose, you can curs 
me.” 


And he pitied him and stretched 
out his hand and touched him, and 
said to him, 
“I do choose! 
Be cured!” 
And the leprosy immediately left 
him, and he was cured. 
And Jesus 
immediately drove him 
away with 
stern injunctions, saying to him, 
“See that you say nothing about this 
to anybody, but begone! show* your­ 
self to the priest, and in proof of 
your cure make the offerings for 
your purification which Moses pre­ 
scribed.” 
But he went off and began to taik 
so much about it, and to spread the 
story so widely, that Jesus could no 
loger go into a town openly, but stay­ 
ed out in unfrequented places, and- 
people came to him from every di­ 
rection. 


Some days later he came to Caper­ 
naum, and people heard that he was 
at home, and such a crowd gathered 
that after a while there was no room 
even around the door, and he was 
telling them his message. And soma 
people came bringing to him a man 
who was paralyzed, 
four of 
them 
carrying him. As they could not get 
him near Jesus on account of the 
crowd, they broke open the roof ju st’ 
over his head, and through the open-, 
ing they lowbred the mat with the 
paralytic lying on it. When Jesus saw * 
their faith, he said to the paralytic, \ 
“My son, your sins are forgiven.” J 
There were some scribes sitting; 
there pondering and saying to them­ 
selves, 
“Why does this man talk so? This ^ 
is blasphemy. Who can forgive sins ; 
but God alone.” 
Jesus, at once perseiving by his 
spirit that they were pondering over 
this, said to them. 
; 
“Why do you ponder over this in 
your minds? Which is easier, to say 
to this paralytic, ‘Your sins are for­ 
given,* or to say to him,'‘Get up and 
pick up your mat and walk?’ But to 
let you know that the Son of Man ' 
has authority to 
forgive 
sins 
on 
earth,” turning to the paralytic he 
sid, “I tell you, get up, pick up your 
mat, and go home!” 
And he got up, and immediately 
picked up his mat and went out be­ 
fore them all, so that they were all 
astonished 
and 
asknowledged 
the 
pow’er of God, saying, 
“We never saw anything like this 
before.” 
He went out of the town again and 
along the shore, and all the people 
came to him and he taught them.And 
as he was passing 
along 
he saw 
Levi, the son of Alpheus, sitting at 
the tollhouse, and he said to him, 
“Follow me|” 
And he got up and followed him.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., NOV. 13—Of­ 
ficers of the Kansas City 
Men s 
Bible Class said today they would 
not continue the controversy grow­ 
ing out the attendance contect with 
the Business iften’s Bible Class of 
Long Beach, Calif., which brought 
charges of “cheating” on both sides. 
N. W. Dible, president of the local

The first allegation of cheating 
came yesterday w’hen J. W. Lingen­ 
felter, a representative of the Kan­ 
sas City class asserted at Los An­ 
geles that Long Beach had padded 
its attendance figures for last Sun 
day. Lingenfelter said a check was 
made under his direction by a score 
of private detetives, who used add­ 
ing machines, showed 
the 
Long 
Beach atendance was only 13,930, 
whereas the total was announced as 
31,034. 
The count at Kansas City 
was 52,121, according to calculations 
of the local class officers. 
Then Mayor Buffum 
of 
Long 
Beach, who is president of the class 
there, charged that Kansas City had 
cheated in not observing the rule 
that the classes must meet in one 
place. 
Mr. Dible denied this allegation, 
explaining that it was necessary to 
hold an overflow meeting here be­ 
cause all the crowd could not be 
accommodated in Convention Hall. 
In reality it was one class, he as­ 
serted, because the services were 
broadast to those who jammed the 
streets about the hall. 
The contest, which had extended 
over five weeks, ended last Sunday 
with Kansas City the victor.
